Budget Diagnosis 


According to Ray LaRosa, president of the Town En- 
ployee’s Association, that wants to officially 
examine all town budgets this year — just as the Tax- 
payer’s Association and the Finance Committee do. 

The FinCom is the only official agency that has any 
authority over the budgets, but it has been customary for 
the taxpayer’s Association to study the municipal 
finances, and make recommendations to the voters. 

Many complaints have been voiced in recent years 
about taking the time to go over budgets with the Tax- 


body 


payers — and it has become more or less a standing rule 
that this organization should have its representatives at 
meetings when budgets are discussed, instead of spending 
an extra meeting with those men alone. 

Certainly if the Town Employee’s Association is going 
to study budgets, representatives should attend the various 
meetings that the other study groups attend, without call- 
ing for the expenditure of more time in going over the 
figures for the benefit of that group alone. 

There isn’t anything specially wrong with the Associa- 
tion having its say about budgets, even if the recommenda- 
tions are based in part on the so-called selfish interest 
of the members. 

The Taxpayer’s Association is, itself, a ‘‘selfish’’ 
group in the sense that its members are seeking to elim- 
inate all but the most essential expenditures in the in- 
terests of keeping taxes down, The employees will be 
seeking to eliminate spending that, in their opinion, would 
have some adverse affect on proposals made by the Asso- 
ciation. Many of the members are, themselves, taxpayers, 
and are interested in keeping the taxes at a minimum too. 

Perhaps, if every interested group in town, no matter 
how large or small, would indicate an interest in studying 
budgets, we would be better off. For even if the group’s 
interest is limited to some specific field, the members 
can’t help but understand the issues a little better if 
they spend extra time studying the over-all budgetary 
requirements. 

Thus, it us, all groups 
should be welcome to make advance studies of the budgets 
of the various departments. As long as this does not 
demand an extra meeting for each group, there should be 
no hesitancy on the part of town officials to grant reason- 
able requests along this line. 

After all, any voter, exposed to additional facts, is 
likely to be better informed and to vote more intelligently 
on the issues when they come up at town meeting.
